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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 9-18 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-8, and 19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above 
claims are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious a method of 
upgrading a biomass as recited in claims 1 and 19. Especially, the method comprising 
the following steps: treatment of a cellulose based biomass with an oxygen/carbon 
atomic ratio of at least 0.5, in presence of water, under a pressure of at least saturated 
water vapor pressure, and at a temperature of 250 to 350° C for a period of 5 to 1 20 
minutes; and recovering the solid component which is an upgraded biomass with 
oxygen/carbon atomic ratio of 0.216 to 0.38 whose recovered weight is at least 40% of 
the weight of the cellulose based biomass.
